They were, of 
course, welcomed by the Governor, 
but in most decided contrast to the 
welcomes they had been receiving 
from the cities and towns of New 
England, A tirade on Free-Trade 
was forced on the delegates in a 
speech ridiculous alike for its bad 
taste and covert intent. The dis- 
gust of the delegates is well ex- 
pressed by one of them, who asked: 
“Does he take us to be fools?” 
And yet this is the same man, Hill, 
who posed before the country last 
Fall as opposed to Free-Trade ; who 
could not accept the teachings of 
Cleveland ‘and other Demo- 
cratic leaders but appealed for 
votes because of his Teanings 
towards Protection, The delegates, 
however, were not deceived by 
Governor Hill’s attempt to make 
political capital out of Me occasion. 
. They are too well informed to be 
misled by false statements and con- 
clusions based on wrong premises. 
‘They are aware, if Governor Hill 
is not, that already more than 
eighty per cent. of the products of 
South and Central America enter 
‘this country free of duty; that we 
buy fifty million dollars’ worth 
more goods every year from the 
South and Central American States 
than we sellthem. The balance of 
trade has been against us for years. 
It is to derive means to remedy 
this and, in general, to increase the 
coimerce between this country 
and the countries to the south of 
us that this congress bas been con- 
‘vened, And there is good rea. 
son to believe that it will accom- 
plish more than our free-trade 
friends are willing to concede at 


present, nor will it be on the lines 


laid down by Governor Hill.
